A splendid, spirit of neighborlinoss 
was demonstrated, here late last Sunday 
night when in response to a call four- 
toon citizens* men and women, answered, 
ready to givo thoir blood to save the 
life of a fellow Greenbeltian. 

At an hour closo to midnight and at 
a moment’s notice those fourteen Groen- 
bcltians, supplying thoir own transport¬ 
ation rushed to the Garfield Hospital in 
Washington, having boon summoned by Mrs, 
Lctkemann and Mr* Moore, members of the 
Modical Board. 

At the last moment the patient showed 
improvement, and Dr. Th ms A. Christen¬ 
son of the Hoalth Contor, who was treat¬ 
ing her, decided that a transfusion was 
not necessary..^ 

The patient, Mrs. Helen Raddant, was 
sufficiently improved to leavo the 
hospital yesterday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lctkemann and Mr. Guy 
Mooro rode about at midnight rounding up 
would-be donors. Very helpful also were 
Mr. Roy 9. Braden, Town Manager, Mr. 
Wallace F. Mabcc, Chiff of Safety, and 
Mr. George Fanagoulis,of the police 
force, through whose efforts a Grccnbclt 
Station wagon was converted into an 
ambulance, and the patient was rushed to 
the hospital.

There are many families here who can¬ 
not sec their way financially clear to 
join the Hcdlth Association, and many who 
arc hampered by debts incurred before 
coming to Grocnbclt, and yet I an sure a 
number of them would be heartily in accord 
with the idea of such a building, even 
knowing they cannot help maintain it. 

The endorsement of the idea by citi¬ 
zens groups is now so general that it 
seems to me we should know where we stand. 
Tho whole plan is hazy to say the least, 
both as to construction and maintenance 
costs, and as to source of original "en¬ 
dowment" , and I think we should think in 
individual terns for a moment before tak¬ 
ing on a collective obligation.

POTS AMD PAHS (CONTINUED)

What should Mrs* Consumer cook in— 
tin, glass, aluminum, copper, enamel? 

And if she uses aluminum should it be 
heavy cast, or thin sheet? 

A general rule to follow is to use 
light utensils for quick cooking and 
heavier ones for longer process. For 
quick boiling on top of the stove Mrs. 
Consumer should chose a quick heating 
pan such as enamel or pressed aluminum 
of medium thickness . 

For oven roasting, the pan should 
: avo a smooth interior surface and a rack 
to hold the meat. Except for veal, it 
is best to roast meat in an uncovered 
pan (A good thing to remember when a 
salesman tries to sell you a roaster) 

Experts tell us that for baking 
cake and muffins tin or glass containers 
arc best. Aluminum and enamel rate sec¬ 
ond. 

For cooking cream puffs and baking 
powder biscuits, tin baking sheets havo 
been found most satisfactory. For evenly 
browned products use sheets without 
sides• 

A very important item in cooking 
efficiency and economy arc the covers 
for your pots and pans. Covers should 
fit perfectly. Vegetables will cook 
with very little water if a tight fitting 
cover is used. (This is especially truo 
with an electric stove) 

Consumer’s Guide in its April 25th 
issue contains a detailed article on 
this subject. ^ penny post card addressed 
to Consumers' G idc. Dept, of Agriculture 
will bring a copy to your home.

Q. WHAT TYPES OF PEAS ARE USED FOR CAM -
